They Beg Consul Williams to

the best and richest natives of Panay, 
Mlndoro, Cebu and Mindanao, visited 
United States Consul Williams yester- 
day and urged that every possible ef- 
fort be made for the annexation of the 
whole of the Philippine Islands.

They al»o eald ther« were 
4,000 men, many of them armed with 
rflfles, near Hollo, ready to support the 
Americans. They refused to join In 


they consider a mistake and Impracti- 
cable. They only wish for annexation 
to the' United States. 


The delegations propose to Interview

to appeal to President McKinley 


and to confer with Agulnaldo's forces, 
with the view of arranging for a com- 
bined movement to Insist upon annex- 
ation.
